over the rights of the citizen.

him will be convinced of that. Mr. Wilson's
sort of progressiveness is best illustrated in the
Smith incident in New Jersey.”

Mr. Bryvan said he would not nmow make
any announcement as to his choice of candidates
for the democratic nomination.

“There will be a campaign in my state In
about two months,” Mr. Bryan continued. I
expect to be in that campaign and before that
time to decide between the democratic presi-
dential candidates. We have a splendid oppor-
tunity to win, and 1 hope for the selection of

that man who can unite the democratic ele-
ments,”

presidential preference primaries.

“While primaries are still in the experimen-
tal stage to a large extent.' he said, ‘T favor
this method of selectineg candidates, Ultimately
I favor the making of a majority vote the de-
ciding method in primaries.”
